|TARIPP CONTROVERSY. 


To tax Eptror ov tux Bartisa Couonisr, 
Sir :—I find very little to answer in Mr. C.’s 
letter of this date. Hi8 position is to prove 
the justice of the late ¢hanges in the British 
Cotumbian tariff. Mine and the miners’ gen- 
erally is, that in the face of the’facts teferred 
to:in my last, and alco those of Mr. B; P, A. 
any itional, duties on the staple articles of 
eres at the present time ts both impol- 
itic and unjust. Mr. C.’s letter of Wednes- 
day last attempts to prove that when the 
wagon road is completed freight will fall from 
one-third to one—half.. 

We will now “come to books.” I say it 
cannot and will not unless from competition, 
to wit.: The balk of the freight from Yale 
and Donglas to Soda Creek in the most fas 
vorable part of the season, when the feed on 
the road was most abundant, ‘cést 18 cents 
per pound ; and for the remaining 60 miles 
by steamer to Quesnelle Mouth, 2 centa per 
pound. The charges by the steamer do not 
amount to one-half the proportion per mile 
obarged by the,teamsters. 

Agaio, it will’ be admitted that the road 
was open for teamiog all last year the entire 
distance to Sada Creek so that the distance 
tp to that point cantot be done for less than 
last year. In this view ‘of the’ case, if Mr. 
0.'s view of the problem is correct, in saying 
that owners of teams, ufter paying gx0d wa- 
geé.and interest‘on their capital etc, can de- 
liver goods from Yule to Williams Creek for 
19 cents. per pound “ average,” onehalf of 
that being profit, I say we have been 
robbed during last summer, in being obliged 
to pay within o:e cent of that sum only to 
Soda Creek. Tho onus of proving this’ de 
sitable change falls upon him, as the road to 
‘that poiat will n te improved this’ year, 
whatever the revenue maybe. It is evident 
thé cheapening of transit to Quesvellé Month 
must be caused by sumething else than the 
sompletion of the road. How then ean we 
save from 10 to 20 cents Ln pound when the 
30 miles from Cottonwood to Williams Oreek 
is finished, as we shall then have all the 
distance connected either by wagon road or 
steamer, One mistake in my view of the 
casé “has been in not applying the amount 
ae rey Poy cre the road are Soda 
Oreek to Alexandria, to complete the eon- 
nection from Quesnelié Mouth to tbe mines 
in the first instance, allowing that from Soda 
Creek‘to remain until we were in better posi- 
tion, since we were not able to complete the 
whole connection at once. It must not be 
inferred from this tbat I favor mondpaly—far 
fromyit; but as it is, we’ have over 20° miles 
made, which, for the present is of no earthly

I 
accordingly acknowledged his authority, and 
considered the veseel under arrest, until Wed- 
nesday evening, when the Sheriff came on 
board and took the ‘aforesaid notice down, 
and told me the matter was eettled.. I being 
at that time Chief Officer in command, deem- 
ed it my daty to prepare ‘the vessel for sea, 
which I did. The American Consul then 
came down and informed me that he had ex- 
amined the matter and was satisfied, bringin 
at the same time the U. S. mails, which he 
had taken from the' steamer Eliza Anderson, 
stating that he would deliver it'to the Jeony 
Jones, as she was the authorised U. S. mail 
steamer, which he did. He also botified me 
that the Jenny Jones was cleared and ready 
for sea, and that Captain Jones ‘had al! the 
necessary: papers for her departare. Under 
these circumstances [ felt justified in facili- 
tating our despatch, and was proceeding to do 
60, when, to my astonishment, a self-consti- 
tuted authority came on board and undertook 
to establish aa authority, which, in hig  esti- 
mation, was paramount to all lew and cus- 
tom which govero the maritime service ; and 
as I am a law abiding man, I felt it my dut 
to repel an effort which I considered legal. 
Captaio Jones was, in the meantime, detained 
in, transacting some business on shore.

I accordingly en- 
gaged & party to tow the vessel out of ‘the 

arbor, as a Sv stag of ber machinery was 
defective. After clearing the wharf, I ob- 
served several officers on board, and as [I 
thought they had no authority to detain a 
duly cleared vessel, especially when. she had 
the United States mails on board, I politely 
tequested them to go ashore. Seeing the 
justice of my demand, they readily acceded 
to my request, got into my boat and went 
ashore. [here was no force or violence used 
whatever.
